With 
confidence on one side anil IndlfTer- 
once on the other and personal prefer- 
ences paramount on boib sides, a 
light rote ia predicted, wttb odda la 
favor of the Republicans. The legis- 
lature, elected next Ncvrnil)cr choos- 
es Hanna's successor. If r»e Lemo- 
crats win or materially reduce the 
Republican plurality of 67,467 last 
year. It is conceded that Johnson will 
become a formhlalilo candUlate for 
1904, as well as for Hanna's iilacc. In 
■UCta event the campaign in Oliiu m xl 
jraar would be without precedent and 
00 tbat contingency all intereat In the 
present contest centers. 

Intense feeling 'eveloped amont 
prominent Demccrj. workers who 
are McLean m in because none of the 
fmda collected by the Democratic can- 
didates, who are Jobnxon men. bad 
been turned over to the Hamilton 
county committee. The organization 
hai been Ignored by both the state 
and local Democratic candidates and 
tht Indications arc that there will be 
trouble at the polls. 

■oth Claim Nw York. 

New York, Nov. 3.— Leaders of both 
the Democratic and Reputillcan par- 
ties express confidence of victory 
In the Empire state. Predictions vary 
trott 18,000 to 50,000 on each side, 
thotfkh the estimates of the two state 
chairmen, Frank Campbell for the 
Democrats and Colonel Dunn for the 
Republicans, are alm<ist exactly the 
same, the former claiming ;ir>,0(JO for 
Goler and the latter 37,00U for Udell. 
Both of these men assert that their 
predictions are based on a most thor- 
ough examination of the situation 
throughout the Ktate and are very con- 
serratlTe. Word came from Uovernor 
Odell at Nowburgh, whero he will re- 
main to receive the returns that he 
Htiil estimated his majority at 40,000. 
and Mr. Coler said that lie expected 
to win by 60,000. Mr. Coler told his 
laanacers that Chairman Campbell'a 
flgwrst were far too modest. 

In Connecticut. 
New Haven. Conn.. Nov. 3.— Con- 
fidence that the election would result 
In the election of Republican state 
and congressional tickcf.s by substan- 
tial pluralities expressed by the 
IMders of that party. At the Demo- 
oratio state headquarters, however. 
Chairman Walsh declared himself 
hope/ul of the snccfss of the Demo- 
cratic state tickets and the election 
of four of the congressmen. All fac- 
tional differences bad been harmonis- 
ed, he said, and reports from all sec- 
tions of the stats were most «nooa^ 
a£iug.. 

Oas Addleks Msy Lose. 

Dover, Del., Nov. 3.— Extraordinary 
precautions have been taken through- 
out Delaware to prevent the molesta- 
tion of the ballot boxes used in the 
election, the impression prevailing 
that previous attempts at riotous dis- 
turbance will be repeated. The Dem- 
ocrats ajid regular Republican leaders 
claim that J. Edward Ad dicks and his 
Union Republican followers will be 
ovMwhelmlngly defeatad and that 
Addioks win have less than half ot 
his former strength In the legislature 
when be succeeded in effecting a dead- 
lock and prevented the eleeCloa of 
United States senators. 

Reduce Republican Majority. 
Philadelphia. Nov. 3.— Indications 
point to the election of Samuel W. 
Pennypacker, the Republican candi- 
date for governor by a reduced ma- 
jority. Robert L. Pattison, the Demo- 
cratic candidate has twice carried the 
State for governor, but each time there 
were stroBg detections la the Repuh- 
lloan ranks. Chairman Quay of the 
Republican state committee, estimates 
Pennypacker's plurality at 100,000, 
while Chairman Creasy of the Demo- 
cratic committee, states tliat Pattison 
wi^ he Tletorious.

Illinois Conaresslonsl Fight 

Chicago, Nov. 3.— Illinois will elect 
a state treasurer and other minor 
state officers and congressmen. Both 
parties have made a very active cam- 
paign, but the Denaoorat^ have devot- 
ed particular attention to the close 
eongressinnal districts. The state 
delegation In the present congress Is 
evenly divided. 11 Republicans and 11 
Democrats. Under the new apportion- 
ment thert will be 20 congressmen 
this year. Tb^ Reputillcans claim 
that they will elect at lea«t 16, If not 
18, while the Democrats believe they 
are sure of 12, if not more. There 
are 10 districts ,now In OMsago, and 
in three oiy|M||Uie Repuelftans have 
made no iHHtlons. Both pirtled 
claim they will have a majority for 
the state tlck«t, but the Republicans 
seem to be the most conJldent, giving 
their figures as 60.U00. 

Democrats Claim California. 
San Francisco, Nov. 3. — The leaders 
of feoth poUUcal paittea. are elgimiag 

the victory at th'8 polls il in sight. 

Chairman Cutter, of the Republican 
ttate central committee, estimates 
that the majority for Dr. Farclee, Re 
publican candidate for governor in the 
eountlee outside of San Francisco will 
be 14.200. He does not sdmit that 8. 
K. Lane, the Democratic candidate for 
governor, will receive a majfirity htre. 
On the other hand, .Mr. Lane has giv- 
en out a forecast of the result which 
places his prospective majority in 
(Baa Francisco at 16,000, and ia the en- 
tire state, this city inclusive, at 17^- 
3efi. 



Claims of Heosier Leaders. 

Indianapolis, Nov, 8. — Neither party 
was able to create much Interest In 
the campaign in Indiana. James P. 
Goodrich, chairman ot the Republican 
state committee, declares the Repah- 
licans will elect the state ticket by 
20,000 plurality, name n^ne and possi- 
bly 10 of the 13 members of congress 
and control the legislature. William 
F. O'Brien the Democratic state chair- 
man, says every Indication points to 
a Democratic victory. He says the 
Democrats will have the legislature 
and will choose a successor to Charles 
W. Fairbanks as United States sena- 
tor. 

West Virginia Claims. 
Wheeling, W. Va., Nov. 3.— The Re- 
publican managers claim Dovener 
will be returned to congress from the 

First district with an increased ma- 
jority over that of Ifci^S and IStOO. In 
the Second district Hon. John T. Mc- 
Graw, the Democratic candidate, has 
made a strong campaign and his mss- 
agers feel that Mr. Dayton, the Repub- 
lican candidate for re-election, if 
elected, will have a close call. In the 
Third district, M:iler. the Democrat, 
has been making a hot fight against 
Gaines, the Republican. The Fourth 
and Fifth congreaslonal ijistricts are 
claimed by both sides. 

Michigan Republicans Confident. 

Detroit, Nov. 3 — The voters of Mich- 
Igan will ekct state officers, a new 
legislature, which will elect the sue- 
cesEor to the late Senator James Mo- 
Millaa, 12 congressmen and county 
officers' throughout the state. They 
will also pass cm constitutional 
amendment providing for indetermi- 
nale sentences for convicted crimi- 
nals. Republicans are confident of 
the sueeets of their entire state, leg- 
islative and congressional tickets, 
while the Democrats are predicting 
the election of their candidate tor 
governor, 1. T. Durand and at least 
three congressmen. 

Expect Republican Legislature. 
Milwaukee, Nov. 3. — Managers of 
the various political parties are busy 
getting a full vote. The climax of the 
campaign came wheH Governor Lafol- 
lette made his flnal effort at Wauke- 
sha and Mayor Rose addressed a 
gathering at the exposition building in 
this city. Both sides claim to he con- 
fident of suedlss. The betting, how- 
ever, is decidedly in favor of the Re- 
publican ticket. Republicans will 
probably elect eight congresBmen, 
the Democrats one. wltJh two doubtful. 
The legislature will undoubtedly be 
Republieaa. 

Will Break Kven. 
Uaeola. Neb., Nov. 8.— Nebraska tt 
electing a state ticket and six eon- 
gressmes. On the former neither the 

Repiibll<».us nor the Fuslonists are 
making strong claims and the result 
of the fight between J. B. Mickey. 
Republieaa, and W. H. Thompson, Fu- 
Bionlst, is sdmittedly doubtful, ad- 
though tho chairmen of both parties 
claim victory. The prevailing opinion

Brandy, Vs., Nov. 3. — The special 
train bearing President Roosevelt and 

party left here for Washington. The 
party arrived at the train in carriages 
from the home of Representative 

Kixpy. The president is in excellent 
health and spirits^, having enjoyed bis 
outi&g grihtiyk On the #latlon plat- 
form, after his arrival, the pr<fii(l<'nt 
held an informal reception, many ol 
the residents of Brandy and vicinity 
embracing the opportunity to meet 
and shake hands with him. Just be- 
fore the special train pulled out Pres- 
ident Roosevelt stepped upon the rear 
platform of his car and in rcsixjnse 
to the hand clapping from the crowd 
thanked the people for their greeting. 

At Remington, in response to de- 
mands of a small concourse of people, 
tho president speaking from the Tfar 
platform, said: ' I want to say what 
a very great plaesun- it has been to 
us to be here and to see your beauti- 
ful country and to be received every- 
where with characteristic Virginia 
hospitality. I had the good fortune to 
visit two or three of your battleflelils. 
the first and second battles of Man- 
assss and Cedar Mouatatn. and to be 
showB pver them by men who had 
worn the blue and the men who had 
worn the gray. We are all alike now. 
and can all glory alike in the valor 
of each side and the devotion to duty 
as each side saw its duty." 

Going Home to Vote. 

Washington. Nov. 3. — President 
Roosevelt and party letft here on a 
special train for oiytw Bay, where 
the president will vote. The only 
members of the party besides the 
president were Secretary t ortelyou. 
Assistant Secretary Loeb, Dr. Lung, 
the preeident's physician, and four 
secret service men. These occupied 
the train which conalsted of two cars. 
Although there was abundance ot 
space to accommodate others, the rep- 
n s« iit.-itive.s <if the pr» s.s associations 
who have almost invariably accom- 
panied the presidential iwrty in the 
past were refused admission on the 
train. The president's special from 
Brandy. Va., arrived here over the 
Southern railway a few minutes be- 
hind Its schedule. It was backed into 
the depot and the president immedi- 
ately came out on the platform and 
doffed his hat to tlie crowd which had 
gattiered. He spent some time shak- 
ing hands with old friends and ex- 
pressing bis saUsfaction with the 
brief trip into Virginia. "1 have had a 
great time, he said. "It was splendid 
sport. I did not shoot anything, to l)e 
sure, hut it was the outing thaf 1 
wanted. That was all 1 was alter any 
way. and I got it. I enjoyed It Im- 
mense ly " 

INCREASED FOREST^KESERVES. 

LuiiU Ullleer Itet-elveB nu Interi-fttiiig 
Hud Profitable He|>urt. 

Washington, Nov.. 3.— The annual 
report ot Binge Herman, oommiss.on- 
er of the geaeral land office, shows 
that the public land disposed of by the 
government during the year aggregat- 
ed 19,488,C3C acres, an increase of 
8,920.788 acres over the previous 
year. Of the aggregate 1.757,793 
acre were sold for cash; 17,614,792 
acres were embraced in miscellaneous 
entries and the remainder was in In- 
dian lands. Commissioner Hermann 
reoommends a large appropriation 
specifically for surveys In Alaska, leg- 
islation regarding railroad rights of 
way granted under existing laws so 
that parties who have expended large 
sumsof money for power plants, etc., 
shall be protected against subsequent 
settlers and a larger apprt^rlatlon 
to provide for an Increased number of 
special agents to prevent timber de- 
predations and to protect public lands 
from unlawful entry. 

On Oct. 1, last, there were 64 for- 
est reserves, embracing 60,175,765 
acres, an Increase of almost n.000.000 
acres since the last report During 
the fiscal year there were 1.663 forest 
fires discovered, which brned over 
87,708 acres. The constantly decrees- 
lag area buraed over is said to dem- 
oastrate the efllleney of goverament 
loreetry foreee. 

Three In Doubt. 
LoulBVlUe, Nov. 3. — A light vote Is 
expected throughout the state, a lack 
of Interest in the election betas in 
evidence. The DeaMtcrats will in all 
probability elect seven congressmen 
by large majorities, while the Repub- 
licans are sure of oae. Tbrilf dis- 
tricts are in doubt. 



8IE THOMAS INTERESTED. 

Will Give the St. I.oiits Kxposltlon 
a Booat. 

Wasbington, Nov. 3. — Major Gener- 
al Corbln has received a letter from 
Sir Thomas Llpton, in which the gen- 
eral to Informed that Sir Thomas has 

greatly Interested himself lir the Bt. 
Ix)»ii8 fxpofiltion. He Informs the 
gi iK i;il that he lia.s had an Interview 
•vith King Edward and that his msjss- 
ty has Indicated that he' will name a 
special commission to attend the ex- 
position and that the English govern- 
ment will take stf'ps to Interest the 
people In the exposition. 

It is expected that" the Prince of 
Wsles will be named as the head of 
the special embassy. The matter al- 
ready has become the subject of diplo- 
matic corresi)ondence between the 
British foreign ofl'ice and Ambassador 
Cboate who no doubt will communi- 
cate with Secretary Hay. Sir Thomas 
Upton has represented to the king 
that the cordial relations between the 
l!iiit»'(l States and Great Britain will 
be strengthened If the United King- 
dom Is well represeated at the oom- 
Ing exposltloB. 

BOBBED AND MU RDEBED. 

School Superintendent Attaokod aad 
Killed by Iiadroaee. 

Manilla. Nov. :t.— D. C. Montgomery, 
superintendent of schools in Central 
Negros. was murdered by Ladrones. 
three miles from Bacolod. Mr. Mont- 
gomery was going to Bacolod tor a 
consultation with the retiring superin- 
tendent and to assume control of the 
division. He had a large sum of 
money with him. Six natives armed 
with bolos and spears attacked the 
superintendent, quickly killed him and 
then mutilated and robbed him. The 
consfabiilary have offered a reward 
for Mr. .Montgomery's murderers and 
it Is thought they will be captured. 
Robbery is understood to have been 
the motive for the crime. 

This is the first instance of a teach- 
er In the Philippine islands being 
harmed while in discharge of his duty. 
Mr. Montgomery leaves a widow, who 
is a teacher in the Island of Negros. 

Given Ten Years. 
London, Nov. 3.— The excitement 
over the reported fiight of a peer to 

the continent was heightened by the 
announcement that a well known Lon- 
don society niiin. Mernard Frazer, bad 
been sentenced at the Norwich assizes 
to 10 years penal servitude. With 
him was also sentenced Arthur Thor^ 
old.theson of a clergymp.n, connected, 
as is Frasler. with one of the nUhst 
and proudest families in the United 
Kingdom. The prisoners were charg- 
ed with carrying on a regular cam- 
paign to deprave the morals of youths 
all over the country. 

Silversmiths' Strike. 

New York. Nov. 3.— About 300 sil- 
versmiths, al in the factory ot the 
Whiting Manufacturing company, 
have struck, demanding a U hour in- 
stead of a 10-hour day. The chair- 
man of the Brotherhood of Silver- 
smiths which called out the men said 
that all the silvtrsmiths in the rity 
would soon be out. and striker!" said 
that if the trouble Is not settled, the 
employes ot the Qorham Manufaetur 
ing company, in Its factory at Provi- 
dence, would be called out 

Indiana Promoter Dead. 

New York. Nov. 3. — B. Y. Comstock 

of Summitville. Ind., was fotmd dead 
in his room at a hotel, where he had 
been staying lor the last three weeks. 
He was the promoter of a petroleum 
and oil burning device and it was in 
relation to that business that he was 
here. A physician said his death prob- 
ably was due to apoplexy. He was 
about 50 years old. 



Fell to His Death. 
Philadelphia. Nov. 3. — John Finlan 
of Chicago, an Iron worker employed 
on a new building, was killed by the 
fall of an iron girder. Finlsn was be- 
ing hoisted to the top of the building 
with the girder to the eighth (l(x>r, 
when the hoisting arm gave way. h'in- 
lan and the girder were dashed to the 
ground. Finlan was instantly killed. 

Distinguished Pioneer Dead. 
Appleton. Wis., Nov. 3.— CapUtn 
Welcome Hyde, a lineal descendant of 
Lord Hyde of Englaad, and one of the 
last of Appleton's pioneer resident, 
died from old age and general debility. 
Captain Hyde was born In MUton, Vt, 
In 1S24. He came to Wisoonsin In 
1848 and engaged la the lumber busi- 
ness.

Haxleton, Pa., Nov. 3.— The anthra- 
tlte coal strike commission arrived ia 

the Lehigh Valley region from Scran- 
ton. The commission spent the night 
and ate breakfast on their special 
train. The party was met at Pond 
Creek, about 12 miles north of here 
by Dtotrict President Duffy of the 
United Mine Workers, who will repre- 
sent the miners while the commission 
is In this region. The operators are 
represented by General Superintend- 
ent Warrlner ot the Lehigh Valley 
Coal company, and Oeneral Superin- 
tendent Richards, of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal company. The pro- 
gram was extensive and covered the 
entire Hazleton region. The greater 
part of the territory was viewed from 
the special train. Upper Lehigh. San- 
dy Run, Highland, Freeland, Drifton 
and Jedilo. the latter place the home 
of John Markle, the individual oper- 
ator were visited and the train was 
then run to Ebervale, Latimer, Milnes- 
ville and into Hasleton. A visit to 
one of the mines took up the early 

part of the (lay. 

RccertUi Wright announced that 
President Mitchell of the Miners' 
union had filed at Scranton, the state- 
ment of the miners' case. The steno- 
graphers made copies of it on the 
train and one copy was mailed from 
Hazleton to each company. The op- 
erators will make a reply in three or 
four days. Mr. Mitchell's statement 
will be made public by the eommis- 
sloners. The statement practically re- 
Iterates the demands made at the 
Shamokin convention and docs not 
favor the sliding scale advocated by 
Presldeot Baer of the Reading com- 
pany. After breakfast the commis- 
sioners strolled about the vicinity 
while Superintendents Warrlner and 
Richards tried to come to an agree- 
ment on which to visit. The miners 
wanted to go down the Harwood col- 
liery of the C. Pardee company and 
tlie superintendents Insisted on going 
to the No. 40 shaft of the Lehigh Val- 
ley company. Mr. Duffy claimed the 
Harwood mine was a typical opera- 
tion of the Lehigh valley region. All 
but No. 40 of the 25 mines in the 
Ha/ldon territory, he said, are en- 
tered by means of slojies and as the 
commissioners had not yet gone into 
a mine by way of a slope he thought 
they should accept his suggestion. 

The superintendents made the iKiInt 
that the Harwood colliery was nut a 
typical mine aud that it was nearly 
worked out. A compromise was final- 
ly agreed upon and the Audenreld col- 
liery of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
company, owned l;y the Central Kail- 
road of New Jer:' y. was seie<'iod. 
While in the town the ectmn' -^^imi' is 
were taken Into the home of a miner, 
the first miner's house they had in- 
spected. They were taken through all 
the rooms. Drifton was the next stop. 
.\t that jilace tlie oonuirs.s'oiie: s n.i t 
Captain Smith of Coxe Brothers and 
Co., an Individual concern. The men 
at their mines are still on strike. The 
company insists on the men return- 
ing as individr.a's. l>:it the miners 
have decided not to uo to woi'k un- 
less they can go in a body. There is 
no prospect that the deadlock will 
will soon be broken. A crowd of strik- 
ers gath<re(l around tlic com mis .■^ lon- 
ers and the sujierint* ndents as they 
discussed (he conditions existing at 
these collieries. The commissioners 
then went to Jeddo, where they were 
met by John Msrkle. The latter went 
with the commissioners to Kl erva'.e 
and showed them t.^at \alley. He ex- 
plained the strike at his ouerationa 
and the party came into Hazleton and 
went to No. 40 colliery. The commis- 
sioners did not go into the mine. 

Mtners' Side Piled. 
Wilkesbarre. Pa.. Nov. 3.— All the 
mines in the Wyoming and Lackawan- 
na regions are working with an in- 
creased force of men and the output 
of coal will l)e the largest since min- 
ing was resumed. A great many of 
the mines which operated with a lim- 
ited force last week now have their 
full quota of miners at work. Presi- 
dent Mitchell has completed his task 
of collecting statistics and other mat- 
ters Of lafbrmation for the investigat- 
ing commissloaers. All the data Mr. 
Mitchell has collected Is now la the 
heads ot the recorder of the commis- 
sion. Some additional luformation 
from the miners' side of the case have 
been sent to Carroll D. Wright Pres- 
ident Mitchell's legal wlvlsers thlak 
s very strcag oaae baa been ttade out 
for the Bl^eif.

THE MARSHALL WILL €ASE. 



Brief Saaaary ef Ivideaee Iitre4aee4 hy 

Oaatextant-Expert Mediral Tenti- 
meny as ts His Coadition. 

[rynthlana rvmoorat ] 

The first witness for the contestants 
waa Mn. M. L. MaiahalL She testified 
to the devotion of her father and herself 

for each other up to the time of her mar- 
riage with Dr. Marshall ; that her father 
had no objection to the doctor except 
that hecould not share her affection with 
anyone; that after the doctor's death her 
father settled up the estate for her which 
amounted to about 116,000, and his devo- 
tion continued. She returned to Augusta 
and father and daughter lived together 
for several years in peace and comfort 
until the time of her mother's death in 
1S1>4, he bearing the expenses of keeping 
up the place, knowing that her income 
was not sufficient. Mrs. Blanche Young 
waa in 1896 employed as a servant and 
Mr. Marshall became very fond of her. 
Mrs. Marshall made no charges or insin- 
uationa against Mrs. Yonng's character. 
Mr. Marshall was addicted to the use of 
morphine and, later, whisky. His con- 
duct towards his daughter became grad- 
ually more disagreeable nntil it culmin- 
ated in violent outbursts of temper and a 
studied adversion to ber. He purchased 
a dwelling house and removed there, 
Mrs. Marshall having gone to Maysville 
because she was afraid of him. He took 
Mrs. Young to a new home, which be 
purchased, as bis housekeeper. Before 
his removal Mrs. Marshall made every 
effort towards reconciliation. When he 
became ill and was on his death bed his 
daughter attempted to see him, but was 
prevented. After bis death she bad the 
body removed to her home and buried 
from that place. At ona time he declared 
that he would haveawifa or mistress if 
he chose. 

Mra. Ohenoweth of Maysville tHtiflad 

that Mrs. Marshall had sent for her to 
come to Augusta, and that in ber pres- 
ence Mr. Marshall, who had idways be- 
fore been courteous and gentlemanly, 
employed violent and abusive terms in 
denouncing his daughter. He showed 
Mrs. Chenowetb, however, a will which 
he had drawn making hie daughter his 
sole heir, with exception of small be- 
quests; and declared that thotigh be dis- 
liked his daughter and wanted her to 
feel genuine suffering and ber depend- 
ence on bin, he intended that she should 
have his money and property after his 
death. 

Mr. T. H. Armstrong testified to the 
fact that he had been approaehed by 

certain parties, who are beneficiaries un- 
der the will, with the suggestion that be 
cultivate Mr. Marshall, who was old and 
feeble, and try to get in on the will to 
the extent of $5,000 or more. Arm- 
strong and Mrs. Marshall also testified 
to Mr. Marshall's strong opposition to 
public schools and to paying taxes for 
public improvements. 

Bev. B. F. Chatham, of the Methodist 
Ohnreb, said that he bad on occsslone 
gone to Mr. Marshall and endeavored to 
reconcile him to bis daughter ; that even 
in his last illness Marshall was bitter 
against her. He did not conoider Mar- 
shall sound in mind so far as his daugh- 
ter was concerned. 

Dr. J. C. Norris said Marshall told biu 
be had employed Dr. T. 8. Bradford pro- 
lettdiijnHliv, fur he had made bis will and 
was afraid Dr. Bradford would see that 
the will did not stand. 

Mr. I.fu Wittiuyer, a devisee of the 
will, was a personal friend of Marshall 
from the eiosa of tba war; that the old 
man in 1807 advised him to have noth- 
ing to do with Mrs. Marshall for she 
mifhl pnlaia Ma. fla alao haard laad 



the will leaving Mrs. Marshall every- 
thing except a few small bequests. 

Took ssveral messages from Mrs. Mar- 
ihall to her father requesting him to re- 
turn and make ber home his home, and 
bring with him whomsoever he chose. 

J. T. Jackson, Angnsta merchant, met 
Marshall on train aild he seemed in 
trouble. Inquired why he did not live 
at the Grand Hotel in OfaidnaatI and 
send his daughter the money to keep up 
the house. Marshall said the trouble 
waa she had too many Presbyterians 
about her, and if be sent her money she 
would give it to them. Believed him of 
unsound mibd as to ids daoghter. 

A. H. Brooks, farmer and ex-Magis- 
trate, said after the will had l>een proba- 
ted, J. £. Thompson, editor Augusta 
Ohroniele, had said to him that that waa 
one time that printer's Ink paid. 

Daisy Clay, colored, tesUtad that she 
had been family servant of Marshall dur- 
ing his wife's life, hot removed to Cin- 
cinnati. Was sent for by Mr. Marshall, 
after be had removed to Front street, to 
become bis cook. She wsa inet at the 
house by Mrs. Young, who seemed in 
control. Evenings when she left the 
house Mrs. Young alao left for her home. 
Game in from Cincinnati on a boat early 
one morning, and going to Marshall's 
bouse was admitted by Mrs. Young. 
Mrs. Young afterwards remained at the 
house at night. 

Dr. Buck, of Cincinnati, testified that 
Marshall had been his patient and had 
acknowledfad to the use of morphine for 
twenty years, but claimed to have quit 
ite use some three years before his death. 
Dr. Bnck was of the opinion that Mar- 
shall was not competent to make a will 
at the date of the will in contet>t. Dr. 
Beebe, who oocopies the chair of mental 
and nervous di seaass in the Ohio Medi- 
cal College, from byoothetical queations 
put to him, did not consider Marshall 
capable of making a will. Dr. Sprague, 
of Lexington, alao teetifled to about the 
lameeflfiMt. '

County Board of Health and the physi- 
cians of Pollard, a suburb of Ashland, 
are at loggerheada over a contagious 
disease.
